‘The Ohineso Northern Yam. 


Mn. Eprron,—The yam which I showed 
you on Monday, and which you #0 kindly 
noticed in the Daily Intelligencer, was pre= 
sented to me with three more by Mr, George 
Embury, on the Hungerford Road, near 
‘Thomasburg, Lhad cooked ; two were baked 
and two boiled. We had them for tea ou 
Monday evening, and found them excellent ; 
the flavor is strongly of the potato, yet still 
mild, It is my intention toobtaln some of 
the seed from Mr, Embury, in order to 
thoroughly test them another season, 

In reading the pamphlet which more pare 
ticularly speaks of its properties, I find it 
states that it is a hardy plant, and will stand 
thecold of the severest winter. The long 
variety such as 1 showed you, properly cul» 
tivated, will yield from 600 to §00 bushels 
per acre, 

The flour made from them surpasses that 
made from wheat, with which it 1s destined 
to come into successful competition on ac 
count of its cheapness, its long keeping and 
freedom from decay, as it never rots in the 
ground or out of it, its retaining its excel~ 
lence for more than a year, these qualities 
together with the fact that they may remain 
in the groundall winter, open to the wea- 
ther or may be buried in burrows during the 
Autumn, ready when required for winter 
use, 

From the above recited facts, it is quite 
evident that the Chinese Northern Yam 
must, if properly cultivated, be of great 
benefit to thiscountry,and I would recom. 
mend all who can obtain the tubers from Mr, 
Embury, to try them,

Sin,—I hear a good deal of fault found 
with the County Couucll for selling the 
stock in the Grand Junction Railroad, but 
there are two sides to this question, I 
thought it was quite justifiable at one me 
to sell this stock. All sorts of stories were 
afloat—private stockholders did not pay— 
there was a “ring” which managed the 
concern for theirown intereste—illegal acta 
were continually being done—there was 
a danger of embrolling the Couaty, &c., &c.. 
And in gelling the stock, I supposed in. my 
simplicity that the Company got the $15,000 
already paid, and the County got out of a 
difficulty without doing a wrong to anybody‘ 
and that the Road would go on just the 
same, But since such a fuss has been made, 
Ihave been enquiring about {t, and I find 
the Council, as well as the people, have been 
andly misled—whethor deslgnedly or not 1 
don’t know, though it looks very likeit; for 
I can't s2¢ how so much that is nntrue could 
have been stated without an improper de- 
align, One thing Ido know, for I have it 
from several Councillors, that the County 
Council did not at all understand the ques- 
tion. Indeed, so strong {a the feeling with 
some Councillors they boldly assert they 
were decelyed. Upon enquiry, I figd that 
most of the calls on the private etock hav’ 
been paid; that ao one knows of a ‘ring.’ 
Al actions of the Board are open for any 
person's inspection, and that no act of any 
importance is done, except by advice of the 
Solicitor of the Company, Johu Bell, Keq 
That the County has the moat active Direct- 
ors on the Board, and that they had tho 
most to doin ita management, I further 
find that the sale of stock does take the £15,- 
000 with it, I know the Council never un- 
derstood this #0, Can any one possibly be- 
lieve that, knowing this, they would {ne 
sanely sell it for a dolar? I think not, But 
worse than all this, I fod we break faith 
with the Government, who gave the Gov- 
ernment Bonus, based on the County stock, 
as one of the securities that the Road would 
be built. Did the Council know this? I 
don’t think eo ; for it has ever been the pride 
of the Counell of this County to maintatn ! a 
credit, even though at great sacrifices, lur 
Instance did not thia County pay up all 
claims for the Municipal Loan, when #0 
many other counties repudiated, and partiou» 
larly have not the representatives of the 
Township of Sidney again and again, year 
after year, yoted large same for the improvex 
mentof the County and to malotain ite 
credit, when they pay one-fifth of the whole ; 
and can any One suppose that, in supporting 
this sale, they had any thought of Jul pring 
ita credit? Tacs sure they did not, and 
speak, knowing what I aay. Again, I find 
that thia sale will seriously injure the char- 
acter of the Bonde of the Road, when Jasued, 
because it will have the appearance of & 
want of confidence on our part. Who 
knew this? I know the Council did not—at 
lonst some of them, who would, if they could, 
gladly undo what ‘ins beon done. We want 
thin Rond ; Agroat mistake has been mado 
by thin aalo—is there no way to atop farther 
harm being dons?
